4 ee American Bible Society over a period 
of years has been sponsoring Universal 
Bible Sunday. Each year a theme has been 
chosen around which material has been built 
with the central emphasis upon the Holy Scrip- 
tures. 

In 1920, the four hun- 
dredth anniversary of the 
landing of the Pilgrims 
suggested, in the observ- 
ance of Universal Bible 
Sunday, the theme “In 
the Name of God, 
Amen!” In 1925, the 
four hundredth anniver- 
sary of the publication of 

- William Tyndale’s trans- 
lation of the New Testa- 
ment in English gave an 
appropriate setting. 
Every year does not pro- 
vide such suggestive 
anniversary occasions. 
But each year a theme is 
agreed upon. Last year 
it was ‘“The Bible and the 
Home.” This year it will 
be “Sowing the Seed.” 
Usable material, includ- 

_ ing a brochure, a poster, 

and a responsive reading 
for congregational use, is 
being mailed to pastors, 
comparing in an interest- 
ing manner the penny 
portions of Scripture 
published by the Ameri- 
ican Bible Society to the 

_-seed of the sower. Our 

-Lord’s well-known par- 
able on the sower is the 
theme around which the 
material has been gath- 
ered. The responsive 
reading consists of a choice selection of appro- 

_ priate Scripture passages dealing with the idea 

of sowing. A beautifully lithographed poster 
in four colors is also included, suitable for dis- 
play on bulletin boards, in vestibules and, 


where arrangements permit, on the pulpit plat- 
form. The cover of this Recorp gives the 
poster in black and white and much reduced. 
The observance of Universal Bible Sunday 
aims to magnify the place which the Sacred 
Scriptures occupy in the Christian faith. The 
Bible’s position in every 
church is one of prom- 
inence. It rests upon a 
pulpit or lectern. From 
it the pastor takes his 
text. From its perennial 
truths he expounds truth. 
It is always visible to the 
congregation. Nothing 
takes precedence over it. 
To individual life the 
Bible makes a_ peculiar 
contribution. It brings 
comfort to the sorrowing, 
hope to the discouraged, 
peace to the troubled, and 
inspiration to the languid. 
In the grave crises of life 
men turn to the Book. 
Encyclopedias, dictiona- 
ries, books of reference, 
biographies, — fiction—all 
serve their purpose; but 
none or all can assume 
the mission of the Bible. 
To the souls of men its 
message is divine. 
Universal Bible Sun- 
day was conceived and is 
promoted to emphasize 
yearly this fundamental 
position which the Bible 
occupies in the spiritual 
life of men and women. 
Sometimes its importance 
is forgotten. Sometimes 
its value is unrealized. 
Sometimes its message is

TRAIN is pulling into the railroad junc- 
tion at Texistepeque, Salvador. As it 

slows down, a man’s head appears in one of the 
windows. To the people in and around the 
station the man calls out to attract their atten- 
tion. He gives away bright-covered little book- 
lets to those who come near him. Soon a grow- 
ing crowd gathers. Only with difficulty do 
those on the outer edge get near enough to 
secure one of the coveted gifts. As the signal 
is given to start the train the railroad employ- 
ees join the crowd. ‘The station begins to 
seethe in turmoil as those who have not secured 
a copy excitedly see the train about to start. 

While many are calling “Adios” to those on 
the train, some of the younger men run for a 
handcar. It is quickly mounted on the rails 
and, although the train has started and is gain- 
ing speed each moment, the handcar hastens to 
overtake it. Willing hands speed the controls. 
The cries of the crowd at the junction call the 
attention of those on the train to what is taking 
place. Muscle is being matched against piston. 
Youth and vigor win. Friendly hands hold the 
handcar to the rear platform of the train while 
the victors are rewarded with the little books 
they have so courageously pursued. Then the 
handcar and its crew return to the junction 
from which they came. Who was the man on 
the train, and what were the books that he dis- 
tributed so dramatically ? 

He was a colporteur of the American Bible 
Society.

Inspired by him and by 
the growth of new life in their own hearts, his 
disciples in turn also became sowers. 


The Bible is indeed part of the heritage of 
the Christian Church. It has been tested by 
much experience of sowing. Surely then on 
the one day that is set aside as a reminder of 
its importance and called Universal Bible Sun- 
day, it is appropriate that we should rejoice 
in the virtue of this glorious seed and call upon 
all Christians to become sowers who will go 
forth to sow that which has been so faithfully 
handed down from generation to generation. 


“The Seed Is the Word of God” 

SEED is a living and vital thing. Under 

proper conditions it fulfills its purpose and 
transforms its envirenment. It may be neces- 
sary for it to wait for years for its chance to 
grow and develop. Its power may not have im- 
mediate opportunity for self-expression; but, 
as long as the seed is preserved, that power re- 
mains awaiting the opportune moment for ex- 
pression and expansion. The Parable of the 
Sower shows that the Word of God is like a 
life-possessing seed. Ideas and ideals are to 
man as seeds are to the soil. Seeds produce 


_ harvests from the soil, and the Word of God 


produces harvests in the soul. Perhaps it was 
this thought that Jesus had in mind when he 
said: “The words that I speak unto 
are spirit, and they are life.” 


It is easier to sow today than it was centuries 
ago. Mechanical operations by which grain is 
planted in the ground, and those by which 
ideas are spread upon a page of paper, have 
both been so progressively refined that one man 


can accomplish more by his labor than ever 
before. .

“The Field Is the World” 


cc HE field is the world.’’ Can there be 

any more glorious Magna Charta of 
Christian liberty for the sower than this? 
There are no fences or hedges or rivers 
or oceans or mountains which cannot be 
crossed. There are no insurmountable barriers 
of nationality, color or race. The Word of 
It can overcome 
every obstacle. The only limits to its power 
are those which are imposed by indifference 
and lack of spiritual insight. 


When the sower in the parable went forth 
to sow his seed, we may assume it was suited 
to the soil in which it was being sown, Chang- 


ing the figure of speech, but adhering to the 


idea of the parable, before the seed could take 
root in the Greek-speaking world it had to be 
adapted to its new soil by translation. So with 
the New Testament today. It can be planted 
anywhere, but a certain important work must 
first be done. Climate is not a barrier, but lan- 
guage is. The Word of God must be painstak- 
ingly and expertly translated if each man is to 
read iin his own tongue. 


Not only must the printed seed be prepared 
for those who are to receive it, but it must also 
be sufficient in quantity. The number of issues 
of Scriptures published annually throughout 
the world is estimated at approximately 32,000,- 
000 copies. This is an amazing total even when 
reduced by hundreds of thousands of copies 
worn out, destroyed, or lost in the usage of 
time each year. But put this number, enormous 
as itis, alongside the population of any one of 
a few countries in the world field,—the United 
States with its 118,000,000 people; Japan with 
59,000,000; China with 400,000,000 ; Java with 
35,000,000; India with 318,000,000; Russia 
with 146,000,000,—and its impressiveness 
rapidly fades. 


“Sown on Good Ground” 


A FRIEND of the American Bible Society 
writes that she persuaded the committee in 
charge of the Christmas exercises in her Sun- 
day school to insert a one-cent Gospel in each 
box of candy given to the Sunday-school chil- 
dren. The candy, doubtless, was quickly con- 
sumed, but who knows how far the little Gos- 
pel with its perennially attractive account of the 
Christmas ‘story was able to win its way into 
the hearts and lives of the boys and girls? 


A mission worker gave several foreign-lan- 
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guage Gospels of St. John to some little girls 
outside a church who were listening to the sing- 
ing. A few weeks later three of these girls 
returned with their mothers. The women told 
the minister that, if his church taught what was 
printed in those little Gospels, they wanted to 
come and learn more about the “blessed story.” 
Within less than a year, due to this good seed, 
three families became active and respected 
members of the church. The very shadows of 
a cathedral lengthen on good ground. 


On the central desk of a certain American 
public library there is a rack containing separate 
books of the Bible. These are given away 
free to those who wish them. This seed is 
surely sown in receptive soil, as those who re- 
ceive it have both the desire and the oppor- 
tunity to read. In case the library is fre- 
quented by groups of foreign-born children or 
their parents, what better opportunity for the 
sowing of the seed can be imagined than in 
presenting them with a Gospel in their native 
tongue? 


“Some Thirtyfold, Some Sixty, and Some a Hundred” 


Meee boy seven years old brought 
home a Gospel of John that some one had 
given him on the street. That night he tried 
to read it, but found many words he could not 
pronounce. After spelling these words to his 
father and mother for a time, he became sleepy 
and went to bed. The father, curious to know 
from what sort of book his son had been read- 
ing, took the Gospel and was absorbed in its 
pages. The mother’s curiosity was aroused, 
and she asked her husband to read aloud. 
Neither had read the Bible since childhood. 
Memories of bygone days were aroused, and 
each told the other of those early lessons they 
had been taught and had forgotten. Not long 
after this event the mother suggested that they 
eo to church. Their son was enrolled in the 
Sunday school, and before many months had 
passed both father and mother had joined the 


church. 


A one-cent Gospel of St. John went along 
with a letter to the editor of a well-known 
weekly. No extra postage was required to 
carry it. It traveled as a passenger in the same 
envelope. Uncle Sam carried it to its destina- 
tion. Unlike seed blown about by the wind, 
the sender knew its destination before it 
started out on its long but certain journey. 
Five days later came an order for five hundred 
copies of Gospels to go to a boys’ school in 
which the editor of the weekly was interested. 
Here again the Scripture was fulfilled that says 
of the seed: “And others fell on good ground, 
and sprang up, and bare fruit a hundredfold.” 
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Presentation to Field Marshal Viscount Allenby 


DELIGHTFUL event took place most 

happily in the Board of Managers’ Room 
at the Bible House on Thursday morning, Octo- 
ber 4, 1928. 

Viscount Allenby, during the two days since 
his arrival in the country, already had been the 
guest of honor at several formal functions, 
notably the dinner on Tuesday evening of the 
Pilgrim Society, and a public welcome on 
Wednesday evening which filled Carnegie Hall. 
The event at the Bible House was more in the 
nature of a friendly informal affair. Members 
of the Board and staff of the Society, and in- 
vited guests prominent in mission and benevo- 
lent organizations, filled the Board room at the 
appointed hour. 

Lord Allenby was brought to the Bible House 
by Dr. John H. Finley, the well-known edu- 
cator, participator in good work, and present 
member of the editorial staff of the New York 
Times, who, during the war, as the commis- 
sioner to Palestine of the American Red Cross, 
had come into close association with the guest 
of honor. They were met at the door of the 
Bible House by the executive officers of the 
Society, and at the door of the Board of Man- 
agers’ Room by President Hyde, who escorted 
Lord Allenby to the platform to which Dr. 
Finley was also escorted.

President Hyde, in his original and felicitous 
way, referred first to the military career of the 
guest, which he said had been watched with in- 
terest and appreciation on this side of the At- 
lantic, both before and especially during the 
notable Palestine Campaign. More specifically 
he referred to the honor in which Lord Allenby 
held the Bible. and the memorable contribution 


which he had made toward the restoration of 
the Bible lands to the control of a Christian 
nation, speaking with deep feeling and appre- 
ciation on behalf of himself, the American Bible 
Society, and all friends of the Bible, of the rev- 
erent entrance into Jerusalem and the wisdom, 
generosity, and conciliation which had charac- 
terized Lord Allenby’s subsequent handling of 
the religious, political, and general interests of 
all the peoples who live in it during the years 
of reconstruction which followed the war. He 
then presented an Arabic Bible bound in red 
morocco and in a red morocco case which bore 
the following inscription in gold letters:

It seemed especially suitable that this Buble, 
in the language of the people so greatly influ- 
enced by the events referred to, should be the 
token of its appreciation from the American 
Bible Society, since it was the product of Amer- 
ican scholarship, American missionaries, and 
the American Bible Society. These remarks 
not only had the endorsement of all present, but 
especially aroused the visible interest of the 
guest of honor. The officers of the Society, 
knowing how many were the demands on the 
time of their guest, had planned only for the 
briefest exercises. It was, therefore, an addi- 
tional pleasure and compliment to those gath- 
ered to have Viscount Allenby not only voice 
his thanks, but to speak at some length, in an 
informal way, of his experiences in Palestine 
and his personal appreciation of the Bible. 
Among other things, he said: 

This Bible will be one of my most cherished posses- 
sions. Your President, Mr. Hyde, a nonmilitary 
man, has just given the best definition of military 
strategy I have ever heard when he said that military 
strategy consisted of putting your own troops into 
the place where they will do the most damage to the 
enemy and the least to yourself. History repeats it- 
self, We found the Bible to be a good guide in fight- 
ing a campaign in the Holy Land, for we traveled 
through the valleys, drank at the wells, and went for- 
ward and backward over the great military roads used 
by the warriors and the people of long ago. 

It was impressive to hear from the Field 
Marshal’s lips, with a ring of serious earnest- 
ness, the words: “I hope I have seen the last 
of war.”

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_ Dr. Finley added to the interest of the occa- 
sion by asking opportunity, most gladly given, 
to recall a night in Palestine, when he and Lord 
Allenby had read with care, and far into the 
hours of the night, portions of the Bible bear- 
ing on Palestine, mentioning especially the 34th 
and 35th chapters of Isaiah. 

The guests, as they were leaving, paused at 
the door of the Bible House for a photograph. 
In some inexplicable way a large photograph 
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has proved a failure. We present herewith a 
small picture that will be a memento of the visit, 
though the friends who were not present will 
not have the good picture of Lord Allenby 
which we desired them to share with us. After 
this particular picture was taken, it was discov- 
ered that Dr. Finley was not in it, having slipped 
away previously to telephone about the next 
engagement,—receiving the greetings of the 
City of New York from its Mayor. 


A Helper of the Spanien and the Society

HE Rev. Henry C. Thomson, D.D., spoken 

of many times in these pages in former 

years,—one of the old friends of the American 

Bible Society,—has gone from this field of serv- 

ice. His death on July 15 terminated a mar- 

velously gifted life wholly consecrated to the 
Master’s use. 

Born in 1844, he graduated from Hanover 
College in 1862; taught Greek and Latin in 
his alma mater until, at the call of President 
Lincoln, he enlisted in the Civil War, where he 
fought till its close. At the age of twenty-three 
he gratuated from Princeton Seminary, and 
was among the seven pioneer missionaries sent 
by the Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions 
to Mexico. The churches he established in 
northern Mexico today form the self-support- 
ing frontier presbyteries of Mexico; and his 
theological seminary in Mexico City trained 


~ some of the foremost preachers now in Mexico. 


Leaving Mexico for his wife’s health, he later 
served in the Presbyterian pulpit of the west- 
ern states till called to found a theological sem- 
inary for Indian and Mexican young men in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. Later he was 
called to do the same thing in Porto Rico. Then 
the American and British and Foreign Bible So- 
cieties appointed him chairman of the revision 
committee of the Spanish Bible. He spent four 
years in Spain at this work. Those using the 
Spanish Bible are greatly in his debt. 

Later he taught Spanish in Occidental Col- 
lege, with classes in Greek and Latin. He re- 
signed, in his last years, to write a “Sacred 
History and Life of Christ” in Spanish. He 
has translated ten volumes of religious litera- 
ture into Spanish, beside writing three original 
works, and was beloved by all the Mexican 
churches in the southern part of California, 
where he voluntarily labored in his last years. 

All who knew him loved him for his com- 
manding and saintly personality, his sparkling 
humor, his great musical ability, and his schol- 


arliness. The proceeds of the sale of his works,

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Mexico Agency Jubilee 
September 30-October 7, 1928

T was our purpose in the beginning of this 

year to celebrate the Jubilee of the Mexico 
Agency of the American Bible Society on the 
first week of June; but on account of the un- 
expected trip of the Agency Secretary to attend 
the International Missionary Council held in 
Jerusalem early in the spring, we postponed our 
special programs to the first week of October. 
There were three series of special works that

took place to commemorate the fiftieth anni- 

versary of this Agency. All three were carried 

out exactly according to the printed programs. 
The Mornings 


Every morning we had what we call our 
colporteurs’ institute. It was held in the Bap- 
tist Church. There were ten colporteurs, out 
of the twenty-one we have, who were able to 
come.. These ten colporteurs represented nine 
states of the Republic and six Christian denomi- 
nations. Members of the churches were wel- 
comed to attend the institute; so we had an 
average attendance every morning of about six- 
ty persons. Those morning hours were for 
real intensive Bible ‘studies, methods in colpor- 


tage work and personal evangelism. Teachers 
of the Union Seminary and pastors of the city 
churches gave us great help by leading us in 
the studies. The whole of the institute was an 
inspiration ; surely it was an initiator of better 
and larger ideas and plans in the minds and 
hearts of our colporteurs. 
they were present with receptive minds and 
readiness of heart. 


The Afternoons 


The colporteurs went about the streets of this 
capital city in the afternoons of the institute 
week, doing good through their personal talks 
and specially through the distribution “in 
season and out of season” of the Word of God. 
The ten colporteurs sold, in the total of eigh- 
teen or twenty hours time which they employed 
during that week, 73 Bibles, 76 New Testa- 
ments, and 180 portions of the Scripture. They 
were not molested in the least while doing their 
street work. No one can tell how many eternal 
blessings these 329 volumes of the Holy Scrip- 
ture will bring to their new possessors, certain 
as we are that His Word will not return unto 
Him void. 

The Evenings 


There was an earnest desire on the part of 
the pastors and of their churches to cooperate 


to the best success of the night popular meet- * 


ings. We had had a very heavy rainy season 
for two or three weeks; but it stopped the day 
before we started. So we had beautiful weather 
all through our Jubilee week. 

We had a gathering every night of about 450 
persons as an average. All were eager to hear 
specially the lectures. Each meeting was held 
in a different church. So this gave an oppor- 
tunity to ten churches to prepare their own pro- 
grams, and to cultivate closer relations between 
both pastors and congregations. Everybody 
enjoyed the program of the sister church. The 
Agency gave suggestions as to the church pro- 
grams and offered to contribute with a different 
lecture and lecturer for every single night and 
for the two extra popular meetings on the 
morning and afternoon of the last Sunday of 
the Jubilee.

A CABLE reports the dedication of the new 
Bible House at Peking in fine weather and with 
many guests present. We hope soon to receive 
a full report with pictures of the event, and to 
share them with our readers. 


From the far Gilbert Islands has been re- 
ceived a check for $1,443.62, being the amount 
paid by the islanders for Scriptures in their 
language printed and supplied from our Bible 
House here in New York. We learn that the 
wireless station, which was reported last De- 
cember as being erected, is in commission. In- 
stead of being dependent on the occasional visits 
of ships several months apart, they are now in 
daily communication with the rest of the world. 
What a boon! 


THIS unusual sequence has just been re- 
ported to us. A friend of the Bible Society 
left a legacy for it in 1917, to be paid at the 
convenience of the executor,—her son. The 
will, however, was not signed, and therefore 
not valid. Her son, in his will, provided for 
the carrying out of the payment of the bequest 
of his mother. On his recent death, it was 
found that his estate would provide for only 
about a quarter of the original gift of $200. 
The son’s wife now writes us that it is her in- 
tention to complete the original gift. Is this 
not a fine example of how a mother’s wishes 
were honored by her son, and a husband’s 
wishes by his wife?

forty percent of our individual contributors 
have been sending in their annual contributions 
for a period ranging from four years upward. 
Some have contributed for ten, fifteen and 
twenty years, and a few have helped for as 
many as thirty consecutive years.

Fifty per- 
cent of the total number of gifts have come 
from individual women, forty-three percent 
from individual men, and seven percent from 
husbands and wives who contribute together.

This is as it should be. A Society with a 
world-wide work of Bible translation, publica- 
tion, and distribution should receive support 
from Christian friends wherever they may 
reside, whether in our own country or abroad. 

Of striking significance is the fact that, in 
raising the amount needed from individuals, the 
Society has had to depend upon a multiplicity 
of small contributions rather than upon the 
munificence of a few. Less than one percent 
of our contributing friends gave as much as 
one hundred dollars each; while the number 
giving larger amounts than this is so small as 
to be almost negligible.

tuted in 1816 with the sole object of en- 
couraging wider circulation of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, without note or comment. 

Its program is world-wide and includes the 
translation of the Scriptures into the languages 
and common dialects of the people; the pub- 
lication of the Scriptures in styles suitable and 
convenient, and at the lowest possible cost; 
the distribution of the Scriptures throughout 
the world at cost or free, as a missionary pro- 
gram. 

Membership in the Society consists of three 
classes, each with its special privileges: 

1. Annual Members are constituted by an annual sub- 
scription of $5.00. 
2. Life Members are constituted by a subscription of 

$5 at one time. J 
3. Life Directors are constituted by a subscription of 

$150.00 in one or two payments. 

Handsome engraved certificates are presented to 

Life Directors and Life Members. 

The Society is supported by the gifts of its 
members and friends and by the contributions 
of Christian churches with which the Society 
has official or semi-official relations. 

Full information about the privileges of 
Membership will be sent on application. 


JULY-SEPTEMBER BOARD MEETINGS 


O meeting of the Board of Managers was 

held in July, August or September. 
Under previous authorization of the Board, 
joint meetings of the General Reference and 
Finance Committees were held on July 5, 
August 2, and September 6, 1928, at which 
disposition was made of matters needing action. 
The death of Mr. Paul R. Towne, member 


of the Board and its counsel, was reported, and 


a committee appointed to prepare a memorial 
minute. ; 
Action was taken placing the oil paintings of 
Elias Boudinot, by Sully, and of Richard 
Varick, by Inman, first and third Presidents of 
the Society, in the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art as a loan because of their recognized value 
as two of the best portraits by early American 
painters, and because of the additional protec- 
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tion against fire which 
Museum offers. 


At the July meeting the following memoriab 
minute was adopted by a rising vote: 


William H. Klenke 


Through the death of William H. Klenke, on Feb- 
ruary 26, 1928, the American Bible Society lost a. 
Manager who always evinced a lively interest in its 
work and welfare. From the time he joined its Board,. 
in 1916, he took particular interest in its problems of 
ways and means. He rendered special support to the- 
new department bearing that name, being on the com- 
mittee in charge from the beginning. He was also a 
valuable member of the Committee on Finance. In’ 
both of these capacities he is missed seriously. Born 
on May 28, 1861, he was admitted to the Bar in 1883, 
after attending the Columbia Law School. In 1887 
he entered into partnership under the firm name of 
Forster, Hotaling & Klenke, and continued a member 
of the firm until his death. He was a member of the 
Lutheran Church, and long a member of the official 
board of the Church of St. James, of which the Rev. 
Dr. J. B. Remensnyder was the honored pastor many 
years. He participated in various general activities of 
the Lutheran Church. In all such matters, he mani- 
fested general interest and devotion. Because of the 
qualities thus revealed, he was suggested by his pastor 
for membership on the Board of Managers, in which. 
position he made a contribution that will not be for- 
gotten soon. To the members of his family the Board: 
would send a message of sympathy as they make rec- 
ord of the honor in which they hold Mr. Klenke. 


At the August meeting the following me- 
morial minute was adopted by a rising vote: 


Paul R. Towne 


Through the death of Mr. Paul R. Towne on June 
22, 1928, the American Bible Society has lost not only 
a faithful member of its Board of Managers, but its. 
wise and helpful general counsel. 

Mr. Towne was born at Buffalo, N. Y., on January 
9, 1859. He graduated from the New York University 
Law School in 1890, being the valedictorian of his. 
class; and was the same year admitted to the bar. 
Later, he became associated with the law firm of 
Judge Enoch L. Fancher and William H. Harris. 
Each of the three in turn was general counsel of the 
Society, Mr. Harris succeeding Judge Fancher, and 
Mr. Towne succeeding Mr. Harris. 

On his election as a Manager in June, 1920, he was 
appointed to the Committee on Finance and was an 
active and valuable member. His advice was always. 
eagerly sought and freely given. While he was coun- 
sel he represented the Society in the settlement of 
several large and interesting estates, of which the 
Society was a beneficiary. Few people realize the 
great number of legal questions that come up each 
year in connection with Bible House leases, mortgages, 
receipts, affidavits, transfer taxes in various states and 
annuity taxation through the country. To all these 
matters, Mr. Towne gave freely of his time and skill. 
He was always careful to see that, when a legacy 
was left to the Society, the terms of the will should 
be strictly observed. 

Mr. Towne was a man of high ideals and generous 
motives. He was an officer or trustee of various pro- 
fessional, financial, and philanthropic organizations. 
He was also a veteran of the Seventh Regiment, Na- 
tional Guard, New York. and served with the 201st 
U. S. Volunteers in the Spanish American War. 

Mr. Towne’s death means a great loss to the Finance 
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Committee and to the Board. To his widow, sisters, 
and brothers the Board would extend their sympathy 
in the loss they have sustained, and an assurance of 
the high regard in which Mr. Towne was held by his 
fellow members. 

Mr. Ray Clark Tillinghast was requested to 
represent the Board at the dedication of the 
new Bible House in Peking, China, in connec- 
tion with the trip to the Far East which he is 
taking. 


OCTOBER MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE sixth stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers of the American Bible Society 

in its one hundred and thirteenth year was 

held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 

York, on Thursday, October 4, 1928, at 3:30 

o'clock p. m., President E. Francis Hyde in the 
chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. James Parker, Ph.D. 

The minutes of the joint meetings of the 
General Reference and Finance Committees 
were approved. 

General Secretary North reported the death 
of Mrs. Henry S. Stearns, and the Recording 
Secretary was requested to extend to Dr. 
Henry S. Stearns the deep sympathy of the 
Board of Managers. 

The following memorial minute on Edgar 
Fahs Smith, LL.D., a former Vice-President of 
the Society, was adopted by a rising vote: 


Edgar Fahs Smith, LL.D. 


Edgar Fahs Smith, LL.D., was a fine illustration of 
the fact that religion and science are not antagonistic. 
Recognized as one of the world’s authorities on chem- 
istry, he found no incongruity in being a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the American Bible Society. He was also an 
Honorary Vice-President of the Pennsylvania Bible 
Society. Frequently honored in election to important 
offices by fellow scientists in recognition of his scien- 
tific contributions, he also showed deep and lasting 
personal interest in individuals. His concern for his 
students, not only during their college course but in 
after life, was remarkable. 

His educational career was chiefly with the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, where he was an instructor from 
1876 to 1881, and professor from 1888 to 1920. He 
was made Vice-Provost in 1899 and Provost in 1911, 
from which position he retired in 1920 to devote his 
time to research work. 

In his death on May 3, 1928, the American Bible 
Society and kindred religious organizations, as well 
as the world of science, lost one who stood high in 
honor and affection with all who knew him. 


The Board decided to take up the budget for 
1929 at its meeting on December 6; that the 
Budget Committee meet for preparation of the 
budget on December 4, and that the Advisory 
Council be invited to meet with the Budget 
Committee on that day. 

On report that a new edition of the Old 
Testament in Revised Braille 114 interpoint 
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was being prepared at a considerably reduced 
cost, the Board authorized the selling of the 
volumes of this edition at 50 cents each to or 
for the blind, so long as funds are available for 
this purpose; and that, in future, the small 
volume of Scripture passages, both in Braille 
114 and New York Point, be sold to or for 
blind individuals at 25 cents instead of 50 
cents, the balance of cost, in both cases, being 
met out of special funds for the blind. 

General Secretary North was requested to 
send a telegram of felicitation to the Mexico 
Agency on behalf of the Board of Managers, 
on the occasion of the celebration of its fiftieth 
anniversary. 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies:
